Cromwell kept quiet during the years 


in which Charles was governing with- 
out a parliament. He is not heard of as 
resisting the payment of ship money 
or even as setting at defiance the eccle- 
siastical courts. Clearly he was no am- 
bitious firebrand, but a man under au- 
thority, whose aim it was to carry obe- 
dience to the utmost limits consistent 
with his personal duty. This, too, is 
characteristic of the man and displays 
itself again and again in his prolonged 
hesitations to break with established 
authority. 


In his conservative dislike to hasty 


changes, combined with religion influ- 
encing the conduct as well as the creed, 
Cromwell was a fair representative of 
the better part of England, none the 
less because when once his reluctance 
to step forward had vanished he was 
capable of administering heavy blows 
againbfc those who blocked the way too 
persistently eveo for his patience and 
because when once he had broken with 
the past no going back was any longer 
possible for him.—"Cromwell's Place 
In History," by S. R. Gardiner.

IGNOBING PARTY FLEDGES 


The Republican National Conven- 


tion which convened at St. Lome, June 
1896, declared in favor of the independ- 
ence of Cuba, the admission of the re- 
maining Territories, and the passage of 
a free homestead measure by-Congress. 
The President elected on that platform 
has been m offlca a little over twelve 
months, and a House of Represent- 
atives, a large majority of whose mem- 
bers endorsed the St. Louis platform, 
has been in session the greater part ot 
that time. 


Attention is now being directed to 


the fact that the Administration and 
the House of Representatives have 
ignored all of those pledges. 
The 


House has persistently 
refused to 


adopt a resolution admitting that a 
state of war exists in Cuba and recog- 
nizing the Cuban insurgents as bellig- 
erents 
The adoption of such a resolu- 


tion would give the Cuban patriots the 
right to purchase munitions of war in 
the United States and ship them from 
our ports at their o*n nek to Cuba. 
That right is accorded the Spaniards, 
who can purchase, without fear of in- 
terference by our Government, arms 
and ammunition at any factory in the 
United States and ship them to Cuba, 
bat it is denied the Cubans, and our 
war vessels and revenue cutters have 
bsen used to intercept any and all ves- 
sels suspected of carrying supplies 
from the United States to the Cubans. 
That is the way the Administration as 
Bists the Cubans m gaining their in- 
dependence though the platform on 
which 
Mr. 
McKmley 
was elected 


pledged the party to use its influence 
for that purpose. 


Bills to admit the Territories of 


Arizona, New Mexico and Oklahoma to 
Statehood have been introduced in 
the House of Representatives 
The 


committee to which those bills were re- 
ferred quietly pigeon-holed them and 
there is not the slightest probability 
that any of them will be passed by the 
House EO long as the Republican paity 
remains in power and the citizens of 
the Temtones vote for bimetallism 
The fact that the platform declared for 
the admission of the Territories is 
utterly ignored because if carried into 
effect it would strengthen the silver

The fiee homestead bill, which the 


Republican National platform pledged

special session and with which the 
Committee on Banking and Currency 
of the House and Secretary Gage, have 
been wrestling for months, will not be 
introduced during the present session 
The Administration 
feels 
that 
it 


would disrupt the party to attempt to 
retire greenbacks by exchanging inter- 
est-bearing bonds for them and giving 
the Ivational banks complete control 
of the paper money of the country,aud 
Mr. R«ed will not permit these ques- 
tions to be discussed at the present 
session of Congress. 


A new House of Representatives will 


be chosen by the people ne\t Novem- 
ber and it is geneially believed that it 
will not be Republican. 
If that oelief 


is verified at the polls, President Mc- 
Kinley, before he leaves the White 
House, may be confronted with bills 
for the admission of the Territories, 
the free coinage of silver and the rec- 
ognition of Cuba, if the patriots of 
that island do not in the meantime 
drive the hireling soldiery of Spain 
from its shores.

Cattle Short in Mexico. 


"The statement may astonish live 


stock growers, but nevertheless Mexico 
.s almost without cattle," said J. M. 
Bernard of Waco, Texas, last night, 
'This is due to the tremendous demand 
lor Mexican beef that began almost ex- 
actly two years ago, and has resulted 
inputting down to very small number* 
the seemingly inexhaustible hards of 
northern Mexico. The States of Chi- 
huahua and Sonora alone have been 
shipping to Cuba from 5,000 to 6,000 
bead of cattle a month. Ttmt is why 
the Cuban rebellion has lined the 
pockets of the Mexican stockman with 
gold. It ia singular, indeed, when one 
stops to consider, that Mexico, which 
BO cruelly felt the iron hand of Spain 
centuries ago, should in these modern 
days furnish food in vast quantities 
for the enemies ot the descendants of 
Cortez. 


"Duriag the last quarter of 1897 the 


total value of cattle that came into tbe 
United .States was $222,522, and this 
too, regardless of the fact that the duty 
upon cattle imported from Mexico is 
about $3 per head. All this stock is o 
low grade, and the beef it makes is tar 
from being equal to the American pro 
duct.
